For too free use of a handsome 


new revolver, Gaetno Marani, an em- 
igrant from sunny Italy, this morning 
was brought 
before court to 
give 


reason why he shot George St. John 
on Market street, Wednesday after- 
noon. 


The incident occurred about 
six 


o'clock, at a time when the streets 
were thronged with people. Marani 
encountered St. John 
on 
Daniel 


street, just around the corner from 
brace's 
drug 
rftore. 
No words 


were 
exchanged 
between 
them 


and 
no 
particular 
atten- 


tion was paid to the men by the oth- 
er people on the street. Marani was 
evidently looking for St. John, how- 
ever, for he had no sooner sighted 
him than he pulled a revolver from 
his pocket and fired. 


St. John was not more than three 


feet away, but either the Italian did 
not intend to -seriously wound his 
man or big aim was bad, for the bul- 
let struck St. John in the hand, pierc- 
ing every one of his fingers, thus in- 
flicting1 only a slight, though very 
painful, wound. 


The wounded man uttered a cry of 


pain and turning about fled down 
Daniel street at top speed, evidently 
wishing to get as far away from the 
desperate Italian as possible, 
Find- 


jlng that he> >wa& not pursued, St. John 
hurried to Dr. Mullen's office and not 
finding that gentleman in, went to Dr. 
Towte's -office, where the hand was 
dressed. 


Marani after the shooting coolly 


placed the revolver 
in an 
inside 


pocket and 
started down 
Market 


street. 
Assistant 
Marshal 
Hurley 


and Officers McCaffery and Anderson 
had heard the shot, however, and be- 
fore the Utaliani reached 
French's 


store Officer Anderson had him in a 
firm grasp. 


The 
officers 
searched 
the 


man and a brand new, thirty-eight 
calibre revolver, from which one shot 
had been fired, was brought to light. 
Marani was ^hen escorted to the po- 
lice station, much against his will, 
and locked up, pending a further in- 
vestigation into Ms case. 


St. John, meanwhile, bad 
shared 


the interest of the crowd with the 
would-be slayer. He became the cen- 
tre of a considerable throng immed- 
iately alter the shot was fired, but as 
it was evident that he was suffering 
considerably, the -wounded man was 
taken to the office of Dr. F. S. Towl«, 
where his 
bleeding 
hand 
was 


dressed. The wound did not prove to 
be a serious one, but it will deprive 
him of the use of his hand for some 
time. 


Marani's assault upon St. John ap- 


pears to have been the outcome of 
a fight which occurred 
Wednesday 


morning at the navy yard. The men 
have both been employed on the new 
equipment building and a 
spirited 


quarrel on Wednesday led to an en- 
counter in which Marani, apparent- 
ly, fared none too well. 


The Italian at once left his work 


and came to Oils city, where he pur- 
chased a revolver. He then started 
on a still hunt for his enemy, evi- 
dently seeking vengeance. When he 
met St. John he lost no time in ex- 
pressing his deep disapproval of the 
latter's personality and conduct in 
the vigorous 
manner above 
de- 


scribed.

v If the successful thwarting by Sen- 
ator Morgan, month after month, of 
tbe wishes of the senate and of the 
nation, inspire* the senate to infuse 
some common sense into its 
rules,' 


so that no single senator shall ever 
again have the power to absolutely 
block all legislation, his performance 
<wlll prove to have been a great re- 
form measure, although he intended 
it solely as an obstructive one. If 
those rule* have "stood 
without 


change for over one hundred years,"

AN EIGHT HOUR EXPEfUMENT 


of a Ten Year Trial of tho 
Syvtem In England. 


The growing agitation for a working 


day of eight hours has recalled an ex- 
periment made a few years ago in an 
extensive machine shop in England, 
where the eight hour system proved BO 
satisfactory that it has been continued 
till the present time. 


The eight hour day must Justify It- 


self economically— that is, it must con- 
duce to large and 'economical produc- 
tion. It may be justified though the ar- 
gument on which it is demanded may 
be worthless. The objection of employ- 
ers that the reduction of the working 
day from ten to eight hours means a 
reduction of one-fifth in production or 
would involve an addition of one-fourth 
to the number of men employed is not 
at all convincing, because the working 
day has in past years been reduced 
from twelve or fifteen to nine or ten 
hours, with increased production and 
decreased cost. Whether the reduction 
can be carried further is a matter of 
fact to be ascertained oniy by practical 
tests. On the other hand, the eight 
hour day is generally demanded on the 
ground that it would increase the 
amount of wages paid by increasing 
the number of men employed or tbe 
number of days the men work. If It 
should have this effect, it would in- 
crease the cost of production and be 
economically condemned. 


Ten years ago Mather &• Platt of 


Manchester, England, manufacturers 
of machinery, with about 1,200 employ- 
ees, reduced the working time in their 
shops from fifty-five to forty-eight 
hours per week, a reduction of nearly 
15 per cent. The experiment was con- 
ducted for a year, and a skilled statis- 
tician was employed to give his whole 
time to collating facts and statistics 
and other data bearing upon the ques- 
tion. It was found that the ratio of 
wages to the value of product increased 
only .04 per cent, and prices were low. 
Had prices been normal a part or 
all of this email increase would have 
disappeared. On the other hand, there 
was a saving of .04 per cent In pro- 
portion to the value of the product 
in wear and tear, gas, fuel, etc. The 
proportion of lost time to total time 
wh» reduced from 2 46 per cent to .40 
per cent. The actual time was great- 
er than this because tbe absence of 
some of tbe men reduced the 
effi- 


ciency of other men who were present, 
but this does not admit of statistical 
measurement. The piece workers lost 
in wages only 1.41 per cent for the 
whole year and this In a decreasing ra- 
tio. In the first four months they lost 
1.76 per cent and in the last foui 
months only 78 per cent 
Some of 


the rates of pay for piece work were 
reduced during the year. Making al- 
lowance for this, the decrease in pieca 
workers' earnings for the year wan 
only .05 per cent. This slight reduc- 
tion in their earnings shows a slight 
reduction in their production, but the 
total output of the establishment in 
the trial year wn« greater than ID 
previous years, which proves that the 
men working by the day produced 
more in forty-eight hours a week than 
in fifty-five hours. 


The experiment wns BO satisfactory 


that tbe eight hour dsy has been main- 
tained in that establishment ever since. 
— Philadelphia Record.

INGENIOUS CAR FENDER 


D«vlc« of a Broolclrn Mam Has *Ota» 


Xovel Featnrea. 


John Quern of Brooklyn has perfect- 


ed a trolley car fender combining some 
Ingenious features, says the New York 
Herald. Tbe Invention, unlike many of 
Its kind. Is almost as effective If It 
fails to work as it would be In perfect 
operation. It not only throws tlie pas- 
senger out of barm's way, but by 
means of springs counteracts the ef- 
fects of the collision after the manner 
of some of tbe impact breakers em- 
ployed on European railroads. 


Primarily the invention consists of a 


frame of hollow tubing provided frith 
bent down or hooked ends, -which-are 
fitted into sockets secured to the dash- 
board of the car. Along the metal rods 
glides tbe secondary frame or fender 
of tubing and wire netting, which has 
a roller on tiie lower end where It 
strikes tbe ground. 


Springs are attached to the fender 


frame In such a way that when it Is

drawn up off the ground they are at 
tension. The fender Is kept from drop- 
ping by means of a hook attached to 
the dashboard 
When the emergency 


requires, the motorman, either with bis 
knee or with his hand, presses a lever 
on his side of the dashboard which 
throws off the hook, and tbe fender, 
assisted by tbe tension of the powerful 
Luelical springs, drops quickly to the 
truck. The roller at the end of the 
frime assists the wayfarer out of dan- 
ger, and the springs, which are then 
compressed, react and resist the force 
of the impact between the fender and 
the man on the track. 


In cases when the motorman has not 


rime to press the lever which Is so con- 
veniently near, the fender section, 
which when not released is within a 
few inches of the ground, strikes the 
pedestrian on tbe leg and throws him 
on the net. Fatal accidents such as are 
caused by the car passing over the 
person are thereby avoided, although 
the person run down may suffer consid- 
eraWj more than he would have done 
bad the fender been unlocked in time. 


New DreMtng- For Wonnaa. 


Attention is called to a new film 


dressing for wounds which, it is pre- 
dicted, is to supersede the oilskin, thin 
mackintosh, gum elastic and antiseptic 
gauze now so generally employed in 
surgical dressings. The film is a cellu- 
lose derivative. Its chief merit lies in 
the fact that it can be applied to make 
n perfectly bermetical dressing and one 
which is at the same time transparent, 
BO that the condition of the wound can 
be observed without disturbing the 
dressing. 


It has been discovered, according to 


a writer in tbe Chicago Tribune, tbat 
the rose will cure a headache. Its 
perfume acts as a medicine upon tbe 
nerves. Its color, particularly if deep 
red, soothes the senses through tbe 
eyes, and its cleanliness and medicinal 
properties generally act upon tbe sys- 
tem not only as a curative, but as a 
tonic. 


Tho sweeter the rose Is the better, 


for the sweetness of this flower is of 
such peculiar delicacy that it neither 
cloys upon the nostrils nor palls upon 
the senses. Other flowers with heavy 
scent make ono languid, but tho rose 
is invigorating, nnd it Is known now 
that tbe concentrated rose—that is, the 
natural smell ns obtained from roses 
In great quantities—will certainly act 
upon the person as though ho or she 
had been fanned by n breeze.

went Is inhnlcd directly from tho heart 
of tbo flower it is more bsnafldal 10 th* 


mar. uwu^rn it were innaiea at 


long distance through an essence or an 
extract There are different ways of 
administering the rose medicine. The 
patient can make a pillow of roses. 
On this she should lay her head, tak- 
ing care tbat half a dozen of the blooms 
are so arranged that they point to- 
ward the face. 
In this attitude her 


nose and mouth are buried in their 
sweetness. Tbe idea is to go to sleep 
on a bed of roses. When you wake up, 
your headache will be cared. The best 
rose is the garden rose, as it retains Its 
red rose scent without having lost any- 
thing by being cultivated. 


An AatlMoa«ntto Plaat. 


Leaves of n plant alleged to drive 


away mosquitoes have reached English 
botanists from Africa. 
Tbe presence 


of a single plant is stated to clear a 
room of the pest and an Infusion of 
the leaves has been found an effective 
substitute for quinine In tbe treatment 
of mosquito conveyed malarial fever. 
The plant proves to be a kind of basil, 
Ocimum rtride* Wllld. 


Environment and Genltu. 


It appears that a child born where he 


could first wittingly open his eyes upon 
a noble square, framed in by palaces 
whose frescoed and sculptured fronts 
should face In gardened spaces a lovely 
fountain Tvith groups of beautiful stat- 
uary glimpsed through tbe leaves and 
waters, ought to feel the impulse to 
creative art far more than a child that 
first looks out on a barn and a hen- 
house, with a pump in the foreground 
and a woodshed straggling along in the 
middle distance and some cattle emerg- 
ing from the background, or on an 
empty village street, athwart a door- 
yard with the Monday's wash hanging 
out in it. Yet the^chances immensely 
are that the farm born or village born 
boy will feel tbe divine influence which 
will not visit the soul of the city born 
child, or if city birth is not wholly 
alien to the creative will that it shall 
stir in the spirit of some boy born in a 
mean bouse on a back street or over a 
snop and not in the heart of a boy 
born in a palace on a noble square. As 
yet no one can say why this should be, 
though no one can deny that it is so, 
and we venture with much modest mis- 
giving a theory which Trill not perhaps 
hold halfway, if so far as that—W. D. 
Howells in Harper's Magazine. 


How to Tell an Oymter'a A»e. 


The oyster at the commencement of 


Its career is so small that 2,000,000 
would only occupy a square inch. In 
six months each individual oyster is 
large enougn to cover a silver half dol- 
lar. The oyster is its own architect, 
and the shell grows as tbe fish inside 
grows, being never too small. 


It also bears its age upon its back, 


and it is as easy to tell the age of an 
oyster by looking at its shell as it is 
that of horses by looking at their teeth. 


Every one who has handled an oyster 


shell must h,|ve noticed the successive 
layers overlapping each other. These 
are technically named sbots, and each 
one marks a year's growth, so that by 
counting them the age of the oyster 
can be determined. Up to the time of 
its maturity—tbat Is, when fonr years 
of age—the shots are regular and suc- 
cessive, but after that time they be- 
come Irregular and are piled~one upon 
another, so that the shell becomes 
bulky and thickened. 


Fossil oysters have been seen of 


•which each shell was nine inches thick, 
whence they may be guessed to be 
more than 900 years old. 


DPhen •Women Were Captured. 


In Deuteronomy xx, 14, women are 


classed as spoils, and in Deuteronomy 
xxi, 11, 14, are the regulations to be 
observed in taking to wife a woman 
captured in war. In tbe song of praise 
attributed to Deborah and Barak when 
exulting over the defeat and death of 
Sisera we find (Judges v, 30): "Have 
they not speed? Have they not divided 
the prey—to every mau a damsel or 
two?" 


These are all cases of capture de 


facto, and they show conclusively that 
tbe Israelites captured women and 
took them to wife. Tbat it was also a 
common practice among tlr<< neighbor- 
ing nations we infer from I. Samuel 
xxz, 5, where David's two wives are 
carried off br a raiding party of Ama- 
lekites.

In 1S4S Ellis saved 
four men from a terrible death.

was being thrown across the Niagara 
on the side of the lower steel arch, 
where the famous railway suspension 
bridge stood for many years. Connec- ]

mighty cliffs, and the engineers and the ; 
workmen under them had drawn over] 
cables, on which they had erected 
crude platforms. 


There wore two of these, audXonc 


afternoon when several men \\ ere far j 
out on those platforms working on j 
the structure a terrible tornado swept 
down the gorge. 


The men near the cliffs fastened to 


shoro, but far out toward the centei 
the wind had swung one of the plat- 
forms acioss the other.

hack and forth 130 feet above the riv- 
er, expecting e^ery minute that they 
would be torn from thoir hold and 
drop to death on the rocks far below 
of fall victims of the mighty flood that 
at tlus point pours into the whirlpool 
rapids nt almost fifty miles an hour.

In all of these some form of poison 
is incidental to the trade itself—for example, lead in .glass polish- 
ing, arsenic in wall paper, mercery in rubber wofli, the poisonous 
dyes used for textile fabrics and many others in which lurk germs 
A\hich the constitution of the chi'd is ill fitted to combat. 


I have found the bodies of the little workers stunted, in some 


cpses deformed, and usually ill nourished and unhealthy. It is not 
natural that the child should be healthy who at the period of its 
growth is cooped up in a way wl"*oh would injure strong men.
